ONE OF the events this year 
that. may well dramatize the 
turn of the tide is a campaign 
going on in the old East Side 
of New York, where canvas- 
ers are knocking on thousands 
of doors in quest of signatures 
to put Elizabeth Gurley Flynn 
on the ballot for the city coun- 
cil. They are knocking many 
of the same doors that’ were ap- 
proached years ago in the stormy 
Socialist campaigns like the one 


that elected Meyer London as 


the first New York Socialist mem- 
ber of Congress. Generations 
before that, the same area was 
the scene of historic politica! 
campaigns by labor. : 
Whether it was in the days 
when Sam Gompers- was work- 


ing in one of the many East — 


Side cigar shops; whether in the 
famed Henry George campaign 
later; whether in the days when 
needle trades workers, mostly 
Jewish immigrants, populated 
the area, or later when Com- 
munists, notably Israel Amter 
and other leaders of the unem- 
ployed campaigned in its streets, 
the East Side was both a symbol 
and a spark of labor’s political 
level and conscience. 
* 

TODAY, however, there is 
more than drama in the candi- 
dacy of so famed and remark- 
able a woman as Gurley Flynn 
in that old stamping ground of 
socialism, militancy and all sorts 
of radicalism. 

Several factors combine with 
the traditional element. The 
country has been steadily drift- 
ing away from McCarthvism. 
Miss Flynn, herself one of the 
victims of the McCarthyite-cold 
war hysteria, is out of a federal 
prison after serving a long term 
just for her ideas, 

And it you read the new Su- 
preme Court decisions there is 
nothing left by anyone’s stretch 
of imagination, but. ideas as 
“ground” for her imprisonment. 

Miss Flynn unquestionably 
personifies the American radical- 
socialist-militant tradtion as no 
one else did. | | 

For 50 years, starting from 
the founding days of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World 
of which she was a leader, Gur- 
ley Flynn lived actively through 
ihe various stages of radical- 
ism and socialism our movement 
has gone through—a develop- 
ment that brought her to mem- 
bership and leadership in the 
Communist Party. 

She is recognized far and 
wide as a person who symbolizes 
the struggle for civil liberties 
and rights. She headed major 
historical struggles like the 
fight for Tom Mooney's free- 
dom and tor Sacco-Vanzetti 
and many, many others. 

Miss Flynn is the first Com- 
munist of prominence to run tor 
public office since McCarthyism 
was on the downgrade. 

It has been the custom for 
Americans of late to express 
thanks that at long last we are 
turning away from that shame- 
ful period known as McCatthy- 
ism. We are all happy to be 
able to do so. Walter Reuther, 
as the AFL-CIO fraternal dele- 
gate, made his most telling point 
at the British Trade Union Con- 
gress when he said we are get- 
ting rid of the shame of Mce- 
Carthyism. 

But there is one point neither 
Reuther nor others are able to 
make to show that a change has 
really come: they can't say that 
even a Communist can get on a 
political ballot. 

It should not be forgotten 
that Communists and militant 
left wingers were in the cen- 
ter of the target of the McCar- 
thyites. The shame that weighs 
heavily on the conscience of 
Americans is, in the first place, 
the case of those who like Miss 
Flynn, have been imprisoned, 
for their ideas. 

The real challenge is to show 
the world that Americans have, 
indeed, shed. hysteria and preju- 
dices and that irrespective of 
views, they once more respect 
the right of Communists to 
freely meet in the political arena. 

The Flynn campaign is, there- 
fore a challenge that goes far

EARLY GOOD results have 
surprised even the managers of 
Flynns campaign. .

Boudin declared. that the right to travel is a right guaranteed 
by the constitution. He said the students were entitled to disregard 
the extra-curricula advice of the State Dept. It is not the business 
of the State Dept. ta determine where and what American citizens 
will travel, he said. He ‘did not think the question of Americans 
travelling for education or pleasure falls within the orbit of foreign 
rejations. | 

“The State Dept. thinks se, but the American press does not 
and the American students don’t think so and most of the newspaper 
that commented on their going te China don’t think so and of course 
I don’t think so,” 

Asked whether he thought an avowed member of the Com- 
munist Party was entitled to a passport, he replied, “very definitely”. 
He said he failed to see how travel by a Communist or anvone else 
could injure the security of the United States. ; 

Communists, he said, have the right to talk, to travel and even 
the right to eat.” 

“Do they have the right to lie?” 

“Yes, and other people can then show what the truth is. That's 
what is called the market place of public opinion.”
